San Francisco, June 4. — The steam- 
ship Mariposa from Sydney via Honolu- 
lu, brings advices from the Hawaiian 
capital that the Japanese minister is not 
at all satisfied with the reply of the Ha- 
waiian government to his recent protest. 

" Japan asks nothing unreasonable. 
She wants justice and fairness in tho 
matter; nothing else, If she does not 
get it I do not know what will follow. 
The action of tho Hawaiian government 
in refusing a landing to people who Ja- 
pan believed, after investigation made 
before their departure, to be eligible to 
land, waB a gross violation of the treaty. 
Now I have asked for an explanation for 
the reaaongfor thisgovernment's action, 
and I am told that the position taken by 
the Hawaiian government is that the 
immigration laws are a reasonable exer- 
cise of the police power of the state and 
that the administration has impartially 
enforced them. My government telfs 
me to get a reasonable excuse for tho ac- 
tion. I cannot fintk it. I do not think 
that my government is acting arbitrar- 
ily in this matter, which involves the 
honor of the nation. 

" The United States has been advised 
of the affair, and probably knows' the 
status of the case as well as we do, and 
if tho government at Washington be- 
lieves that the position taken by Japan 
is right under international law there 
will be no interference. On the other 
hand, it our position is arbitrary, any 
nation may interfere. Japan under- 
stands that there is a tacit understand- 
ing that the United States has interests 
here ; that while not assuming the pro- 
portions of a protectorate, she stands in 
the nature of a godmother to the island 
republic, but the officials of tl.e United 
States government are too well versed in 
dealing with questions ol international 
law to say that Japan is wrong if she is 
right, or that Hawaii is right if she is 
wrong. 

" My instructions in the matter are 
plain. If I cannot get a reasonable 
answer to my request I may go home, 
and perhaps someone else will have bet- 
ter success. If I withdraw, you know 
what may follow. I hope it will not 
reach that point."

A Victoria Wing for the Hospital— Progress 
of the Crops— Yukon Adventurers. 

Winnipeg, June 4.— {Special)— Prin- 
cipal Grant, of Kingston, reached here 
to-day to attend the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly. He opens a new church 
at Whitewood, N.W.T., on Sunday. 

A second party from this province is 
expected to leave for the Yukon some 
time in July. 

The Winnipeg city council has made 
a grant of $10,000 to tho Winnipeg gen- 
eral hoBpital towards a fund to he raised 
for the erection of a wing to that institu- 
tion, to be known as the Victorian wing. 

The Northern Pacific crop report is- 
sued to-day shows a general fall of rnin 
in the central part of the province. Ex- 
cept for this general crop conditions are 
good.

CUBAN CAPTAIN SMITH. 

A Former American Talks Up His Fellow 
Insurgents to the Senate 
Committee. 

Washington, June 4.— Capt. W. D. 
Smith, of the Cuban army, spent a con- 
siderable time again to-day before the 
Senate committee on foreign relations. 
In a baief interview with a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press he said : 
f Tho Cuban army is now in better con- 
dition to resist the Spanish and to main- 
tain the fight for independence than it 
has been Bince the beginning of the war, 
General Gomez haB a well disciplined 
army ot about 40,000 men who are deter- 
mined to hold out until their efforts 
shall be crowned with victory. Our 
soldiers are rapidly procuring arms, and 
every day serves to put them on a better 
footing in this respect. Our troops enjoy 
avast advantage over the Spaniards in 
that they are not injuriously affected by 
the climate. ' 

"I may say that I have not seen a 
case of yellow fever or smallpox among 
the Cuban ooldiers since 1 have been on 
the island, and that I have not been 
sick a day myself. Furthermore, we 
have no difficulty in feeding our troops. 
In tho portion of the country in which 
the troops are in control the provisions 
are protected, and we draw our supplies 
from this source. Our commissary are 
therefore regularly renewed and our 
supplies are received in quantities quite 
suflicient to meet all our wants." 

In reply to a question, Captain Smith 
said: " All talk about about autonomy 
and of reforms for Cuba is bo much 
breath wasted. There is not a man in 
the Cuban army who will agree to accept 
anything short of absolute independ- 
ence." 

Captain Smith is an American. Ho 
has been in Cuba for a year and is an 
officer in General Gomez's bodyguard. 



Russia in Korea. 

San Francisco, June 3. — According to 
mail advices another crisis has been pre- 
cipitated in Korean affairs by the action 
of RuBaia in virtually forcing the accept- 
ance of her officers as instructors after 
the cabinet had decided to abandon the 
proposal. All the ministers who op- 
posed the scheme have tendered their 
resignations.

San Francisco, June 3. — The attorneys 
for Durrant again appeared before Judge 
Gilbert in the U. S. Circuit Court to-day 
and applied for a writ of supc-rcedias for 
the purpose of Btayiug the execution of 
sentence, but this was denied by the 
court. An application for leave to ap- 
peal from the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States was granted 
Attorney-General Fitzgerald told War- 
den Hale to take no action in the pre 
raises pending the appeal. Ab tho U. S. 
Supreme Court does not meet until 
October next, this virtually gives a re 
spite for six months at least. 

BRITISH YUKON COMPANY. 

Officials Now on the Way to This Province 
to Commence Operations With- 
out Delay. 

Winnipeg, June 4. — (Special)— J. H 
Eacoline, managing director, Arthur 
Billinghatn and J. II. Hill, representa- 
tives of the British Yukon Chartered 
Company, were here to-day en route for 
Victoria. They say the object of the 
company is to open up the Yukon and to 
remove the difficulties now experienced 
in transportation to the interior. They 
will establish temporary headquarters at 
Sequimish Bay, where a hotel,' a mill 
and boats will be constructed. 



Vesuvius in Eruption. 
London, June 4. — A special dispatch 
from Naples says Mount Vesuvius is in 
eruption. An area of 2,000 yards long 
by 500 wide is covered with lava, and it. 
is dangerous to approach within 100 
yards of the principal crater. 

The Commons Adjourns. 
London, June 4. — The House of Com- 
mons adjourned to-day until June 17 
after the workmen's compensation for 
injuries bill had been paseed through 
committee stage. 

The Transvaal Committee. 
London, June 4. — The parliamentary 
committee inquiring into the TraiiBvaal 
raid adjourned to-day after hearing a 
statement from the parliamentary secre- 
tary of the colonial office, the Earl of 
Sel borne, to the effect that the colonial 
office had absolutely no hint in regard 
to Dr. Jameson's plans, which statement 
waB followed by brief speeches from the 
eouiibol. 

• Unappreciated Colonists. 

San Francisco, dune 3.— All is not 
harmony in the Brotherhood of South 
Sea colonists that left this port on the 
brig Perry Edwards about three months 
ago in Bearch of a site for a colony on 
one of the islands of the South Pacific 
ocean. One of the members of the 
colonly, in a letter posted at Suva, the 
capital of the Eiji Islands, says that 
Captain Peterson, the sailing maBter of 
tho vessel, has assumed the power of a 
czar. The Governor of the Eiji Islands 
has not given the colonists much en- 
couragement in their plan to settle in 
the South Seas, and they were refused a 
landing place on any of the islands of the 
Fiji group. Tho writer said that the 
vessel was preparing to sail for the 
Samoan group, and if no more encour- 
agement were given there an attempt 
would be made to land on the Solo- 
mons. Should they be ordered away 
from there, the vessel would be headed 
for home. 

A Terrible Death. 

Helena, Mont., June 3. — George 
Chubb, a miner working for the Drurn- 
Lumnion Company at Marysville, has 
been blown to pieces bydynamite blasts. 
With another miner Chubb hail pre- 
pared six shots and started up a ladder 
to the level above. Before they were 
out of harm's way one shot exploded 
prematurely, tearing away a portion of 
the ladder. Chubb fell back upon the 
very spot beneath which the deadly ex- 
plosive was momentarily expected toex- 
plode. He gave one shriek for help, and 
in a second tho five shotB went off, hurl- 
ing him into eternity. He was a Cornish- 
man, aged 27 years. 



Ui:uANA,;Ohio, June 4.— Recently Mrs. 
Eliza Caumer, the widow of the late 
publisher of the Urbana.Democrat, was 
criminally assaulted by Charles Mitchell, 
alias Click Mitchell, a notorious negro. 
He was arraigned last Wednesday, but 
his victim was too ill to appear in court. 
In default of $1,000 bail Mitchell was 
locked up in the city prison, but on ac- 
count of the feeling was removed to the 
county jail the same night for safe keep- 
ing. That night the jail was surrounded 
by a threatening mob that was held back 
by the sheriff's poBBe and local 
company of the Ohio National Guard. 
Last night the situation was more 
threatening than ever, and Governor 
Bushnell was called on for assistance, 
but he at first refused to order the 
militia from any other place here. 
Later, however, be consented to call on 
Springfield for help. The grand jury 
was empanelled yesterday and Mitchell 
waB indicted for criminal assault. Then 
the crowd was thrown off the track by 
bringing Mitchell into court in soldier's 
uniform. Mitchell, who was badly 
scared, pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to the limit of twenty years. 
The trial lasted only a few moments and 
Mitchell wanted to get to the peniten- 
tiary at Columbus quick, but when the 
carriage drove up to the jail the crowd 
rushed in to get Mitchell and lynch him. 
The sheriff remained fortified in the jail 
with the prisoner while the militia 
patrolled about the grounds. The crowd 
around the jail was

and being determined to secure him it 
had crowded into the jailyard and was 
making for the jail. Captain George W. 
Leonard, in command of the militia, 
addressed the crowd, and gave them 
three minutes to disperse. There was a 
general rush from the jailyard, but the 
crowd again returned. 

The noise had subsided, the demon- 
stration was less pronounced, and fullv 
half an hour had elapsed from the time 
that the order was given, when the roar- 
ing of musketry whb heard. Volley after 
volley was fired until as many as twenty 
shots had been sent into tho crowd. 
There was a general panic for a while, 
and the dead and wounded were carried 
in every direction in search of doctors' 
offices." It was about 2.30 o'clock this 
morning when the shooting occurred. 
At that time there were fully 1,000 
people around the jail. 

The volleys resulted in Harry Bell, of 
this city, being shot through the head 
and instantly killed. A young man 
named Hagins was shot through the 
body and also killed instantly. Dennis 
Crancy, of Urbana, was shot in the 
right foot; Dr. A. Charles Thompson, of 
North Leadsburg, received a slight 
Wound in the forehead; Wesley Bowen. 
of Cable, was shot in the hip and wound- 
ed seriously; Hay Dickerson, living near 
thiscity, was shot in the shoulder; May 
McLure, of Urbana, waB shot through 
the muscle of the right arm; GusWeis- 
or, who was standing on the street, re- 
ceived a slight wound in the face; and 
John Wank was shot in the foot. After 
the firing, nnd in view of the absolute 
refusal of the people to disperse, Gov- 
ernor Bushnell telegraphed to Spring- 
field, ordering company " B " of the 
Third Infantry to come to Urbana at 
once. 

THE SPRINGFIELD TROOPS 

arrived at 7:30 a.m., and fmmediately 
marched toward the court house. Angry 
citizens, who were incensed over the 
killing of their townsmen by the militia, 
were only further irritated by the ap- 
pearance of more troops. Crowds 
gathered along the streets and greeted 
the soldiers with hooting and all sortB of 
neulting remarks. Next mud balls be- 
gan to be thrown at tho soldiers. The 
fever of excitement raged more and moro 
fiercely. Women appeared on tho streets 
"afgej [numbers, and their pres- 
ence seemed to bo an incentive 
to the mob to avenge in some 
manner the outrage to Mrs. Gaumer. 
The excitement was growing so fast that 
another clash between troops and citi- 
zens seemed inevitable. In this emer- 
gency Mayor Caneon took the responsi- 
bility of ordering the Springfield com- 
pany to retire to the depot. The order 
was obeyed. No sooner did the crowd 
perceive this apparent retreat by the 
soldiers than their fierce demimd for the 
blood of Mitchell grew stronger and a 
determined attack was at once made ou 
the jail. A rush was made for the side 
door and it was kicked down in short 
order. The angry crowd 

HUSHED INTO THE .IAIL. 

There were plenty of Bledge hammers, 
chisels and tools in the crowd and the 
men speedily went to work. Part of the

Tho crowd got into the jail in' short 
erder. They did not wait to unlock the 
door of Mitchell'g cell,;but burst the lock 
with a sledgehammer and the door Boon 
ilew open. 

Mitchell was standing in his cell and 
offered no resistance, and did not utter a 
■word. Borne one in the crowd had a 
rop3 and it was placed over the prison- 
era neck and the crowd made lor the 
door, Mitchell following at the end. In 
going down the steps outside the jail 
Mitchell fell down and tho rope slipped 
off his neck. The crowd surrounded and 
jumped on him like a thousand hungry 
dogs after one bone. The negro was

then and there. The rope waB quickly 
slipped over his head again, and a rush 
was made for a tree in the southeastern 
corner of -the court house in front of the 
court house. The end was thrown over 
a Btrong limb and a thousand willing 
hands pulled the victim up. Tho end 
was tied to the iron fence and Mitchell 
was left hanging there in full view of 
several thousand people. The crowd 
taking part in the lynching made 
no attempt to disguise themselves 
but it is not known who did the work. 
It is doubtful if Mitchell died from the 
effects of hanging. His life had been al 
most kicked out of him when he fell. It 
is the general opinion that he was un- 
conscious when strung up. His body 
waa

or more, and crowds Hocked to see it. 
The body was finally cut down and 
placed in an undertaker's box and left 
lying in the court yard, open to public 
gaze. 

TURKEY HOLDS TO THESSALY. 

Preparing to Store the Harvest There- 
Greece Must Guarantee Indemnity 
Before* Evacuation. 

London, June 4.— The powers have 
advised Greece to accept Turkey's de- 
mand and to raise the blockade. Greece 
in return insists upon some guarantee 
that Turkey will keep her promise not 
to land munitions of war. It is there- 
fore still uncertain whether the armis- 
tice ditliculty will be settled. 

It is officially announced that Count 
Muravieff, the Russian minister, has ex- 
pressed to the Greek minister at St. 
Petersburg his personal sympathy and 
his hope that Greece will be able to save 
the harvest in Thessaly. It is also un- 
derstood that Germany now advocates 
the Turkish evacuation of Thessaly pro- 
vided Greece aivea a satisfactory guaran- 
tee of the indemnity. 

There is still every indication that 
Turkey means to remain in Thessaly. 
Several Turkish officials, accompanied 
by their harems, have arrived in Thes- 
saly from Constantinople. Edliem 
Pasha lias ordered granaries to be pre- 
pared for the storage of the harvest, and 
is using every inducement to get the 
peasants to return and to accept Turkish 
rule. 

Athens, June 4. — The cabinet decided 
this evening to sign an armistice on the 
following conditions: " The Greek fleet 
will quit Ottoman waters. Vessels un- 
der Turkish or neutral ileets bound toor 
returning from Turkish ports and ves- 
sels north of the armistice line will not 
be examined. Vessels carrying troops 
and munitions for the Turkish army 
will not be allowed to enter ports north 
of the line. The Turkish fleet must now 
leave the Dardanelles. The dispatch of 
reinforcements to garrison towns in the 
Archipelago is prohibited." 

N rcnoLAs to'tiie SULTA n . 

How the Ruler of the Turks Might Secure 
the Unchanging Friendship of 
the Emperor. 

Constantinople, June 4.— The follow- 
ing is the text of the telegram sent by 
Emperor Nicholas to the Sultan on May 
17, after the fall of Domokos: "Your 
Majeety will not be surprised if our re- 
lations of sincere friendship and neigh- 
borly feeling induce me to appeal to 
your noblest sentiments and inspire me 
with the firm hope that you will not fail 
to crown the success achieved by your 
valued armies in heroic struggle, by faith- 
ful adherence to the moderate and pacific 
intentions which Your Majesty pro- 
claimed at the beginning of the war. 
By concluding an armistice, and by a 
favorable reception of the mediation of 
the powers, Your Majesty would acquire 
fresh title to the highest esteem you now 
enjoy and would accomplish an act of 
profound wiflom, an act which I per- 
1 tonally would always retain in remem- 
brance.

ENGLISH WARNED OFF. 

They Shall Not Have the Transvaal, is the 
German Sentiment. 

Berlin, June 4. — The Transvaal exhi- 
bition was opened here to-day. Among 
the speakers was Prof. Ivitchoff.of Halle, 
who said : "As formerly the cry went 
throughout Germany 'The French shall 
not have the Rhine,' so now the English 
shall not have the Transvaal." Tho pro- 
moters sent a cable dispatch to Presi- 
dent Kruger, extending greeetings and 
thanking him for his patronage. 

MAY RENOUNCE TR EATIES. 

Diplomats Convinced That Great Britain 
Has That Intention. 

Berlin, June 4.— According to the 
KolniBche Zeitung, the powers are pay- 
ing a great deal of attention to the Can- 
adian tariff; and the foreign diplomats 
in London, who have repeatedly held 
exhaustive discussions on the subject, 
are convinced that Great Britain will 
denounce the trade treaties with Ger- 
many and Belgium. Austria's forma! 
adherence to the German and Belgian 
protest has been postponed.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, June 4, — Good progress was 
made with the tariff to-day. Both sides 
seem desirous for prorogation at an early 
date. 

Sir Richard Cartwright gave notice to- 
night that after Tuesday next there will 
bo tsvo distinct sittings of the House 
daily until the end of the session, ono 
from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. ; tho other from 3 
p.m. to adjournment. Government bus- 
iness is to have precedence. 

Col. Prior and Col. Domville have 
paired for the balance of the session and 
also Cols. Tucker and Tyrwhitt, ami 
they left this afternoon for England to 
attend the Jubilee celebration. Senator 
Boulton has gone with them. He was 
the only military man appointed from 
the Senate. 

Bulky returns were presented to par- 
liament to-day relating to the dismissal 
of Dr. Duncan, quarantine officer at 
William Head. Strong influences, Lib- 
eral and otherwise, were brought to bear 
to retain Dr. Duncan in his position, but 
without avail. Ex-Mayor Beaven wrote 
Minister Fisher that the opposition to 
Dr. Duncan was purely political, and 
urging that he bo not dismissed. 

The Columbia A Western and V., V. 
& E. railway bills have gone over till 
next week. Mr. Hein/.e approached 
Dr. Milne to-day with a view to reach- 
ing an agreement, Possibly a confer- 
ence will be held early in the week. It 
is said that Mr. Ileinze has transferred 
the charter of tho Penticton line to the 
0. P. R. 

The St. Lawrence pilots secured the 
passage of their incorporation bill to 
day, but the Montreal harbor commis 
sioners are to have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion. 

Sir Oliver Mowat stated to-day that 
the British government bad not ex 
pressed an opinion adverse to the Cana- 
dian view of the favored nation treaties 

Efforts were made by certain Liberal 
members to reduce the duty on coal oil 
to three cents a gallon, but the amend 
ment was defeated.

Elizabeth Doyle, of Goderich, haB 
been found guilty of arson and sentenced 
to three years at hard labor in the 
Kingston penitentiary. 

The will of the late John Henry Mol- 
son, which was probated to-day, makes 
a number of magnificent public and pri- 
vate bequests. He bequeaths to his 
wife a settlement of $50,000 and an addi- 
tional $30,000, besides family property. 

A cablegram received at Toronto an- 
nounces the death of Lieut.-General Ed- 
ward Osborne-IIewitt, commanding gov- 
ernor of the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich, England. Lieut.-General 
Hewitt iB well known in Canada, hav- 
ing been sent out here in 1861. 

The Winnipeg crew for Henley em- 
barked on the steamship Vancouver at 
Montreal last night, to sail at daybreak 
for England. They were entertained 
during the day by ex-Winnipeggers and 
members of the Lachine ami Grand 
Trunk boat clubs and tendered a lun- 
cheon at:-! o'clock at the Montreal Club. 
All are in excellent condition. 

Fire yesterday destroyed the top floors 
of Reuaud, King A: Patterson's large fur- 
niture factory in Montreal. The damage 
will be heavy. 

The Macdonald clubs will decorate the 
grave of Sir John Macdonald to-day.

Europe which makes the outlook 
very blue for the Mother Country; but 
aa the days glide by the crisis vanishea 
and John Bull continueB to do business at 
the old stand and in the same old suc- 
cessful fashion. 

We are, of course, unable to read the 
secrets of the diplomatic aervice, andean 
only Burmise from the reaults the nature 
of the discussions which have preceded 
them, but one thine must impress itself 
upon every one, who keeps in touch 
with current events. It is that the tre- 
mendous sea power of Great Britain is 
probably the greatest factor in the deter- 
mination of international questions. 
Great Britain is prepared to strike a ter- 
rific blow anywhere on the shortest pos- 
sible notice. The experiment of the 
Flying Squadron, a little overa year ago, 
proved this. That object lesson has not 
been lost upon the world, and the knowl- 
edge that Great Britain stands ready at 
any day, practically speaking, to land a 
powerful force 0:1 any coast in the world 
under the protection of the greatest navy 
influence every phase of international 
politics. Just at the preBent time, with- 
out adding a single vessel toher squad- 
rons there, Great Britain has the most 
powerful navy in the Mediterranean that 
has ever been gathered together in the 
history 0? mankind. European diplo- 
matists are much too wise to attempt 
any solution of the Eastern question 
without taking account of this.' 



The Times threatens to go into oppo- 
sition if Heinze gets the subsidy to Pen- 
ticton. It does not say so in so many 
words, but save it expects " all who un- 
derstand the situation and are alive to 
the Coast cities' interests to give Mr. 
Maxwell their aid " in opposing the 
government on this point. The truth of 
this business is tliat the Times either 
never knew or has persistently misrepre- 
sented the prospects of the Coast end of 
the road from Kootenay. There never 
waB any chance of the section from Pen- 
ticton to the Coast receiving federal aid 
this year. If the TimeB has been disap- 
pointed it was because it expected some- 
thing that there was no reason to look 
for. What was it that it expected any- 
way? 

Our dispatches told yesterday how 
Senator Wark of New Brunswick made 
an hour's speech in favor of «a closer 
union between the Colonies and the 
Mother Country. Senator Wark is 04 
years old and a gentleman who enjoys 
the hearty esteem of a very wide circle 
of acquaintances. He is a very loyal 
Canadian, and holds the most progres- 
sive views. It iB noteworthy that a man 
who was twelve years old when Water 
loo was fought, and was in the prime of 
manhood when Her Majesty began her 
sixty years reign, should be able and 
ready to occupy the attention of the Sen- 
ate with such a speech on such a sub- 
ject. Senator Wark, we salute you.

MAXWELL VS. HEINZE. 

Mr. Maxwell, M.P., of Vancouver, is 
reported as having said that if Mr. 
Heinze is recognized in the granting of a 
Bubsidy for a railway from Rossland to 
Penticton the government may count on 
his most active opposition. This seems 
a very remarkable attitude for Mr. Max 
well to take. It cannot possibly make 
one iota of difference to the city of Van- 
couver or the Province at large whether 
Mr. Heinze or someone else builds the 
direct road to Kootenay. What we 
want,is the railway. Mr. Heinze is in a 
position to build it as far as Pentic- 
ton, if he gets a Dominion subsidy 
No one else that anyone has heard of is 
in euch h position. Mr. Maxwell may 
be; but if he is he has not yet taken the 
public into his confidence on the sub- 
ject. If any of Mr. Maxwell's imme- 
diate conatituents are ready [to take the 
available Dominion subsidy and build a 
railway from Penticton to Rossland, 
they have yet to place themselves inevi- 
dsnce. Mr. Maxwell's position indi- 
cates that he is more concerned for the 
success of some individuals than for the 
general prosperity of the Province. 

Will somebody explain the reason of 
this senseless opposition to Mr. Heinze? 
It cropped out in the Provincial legisla- 
ture in a most unreasonable way. It iB 
not shared by the leading business men 
of the Province, who recognize in Mr. 
Heinze a gentleman of splendid busi- 
ness talenta and of remarkable enter- 
prise. The only regret that the Coi.ox- 
ist has is that there are not half a dozen 
such men on the Provincial mainland to 
take hold of and aid in developing the 
great resources, which yet for the most 
part lie dormant. Until Mr. Maxwell 
has done one-tenth of what Mr. Heinze 
has done to promote the material pros- 
perity of the Province, he should go a 
little slow in opposing his political 
friends for recognizing in that gentle- 
man a proper recipient of a railway sub- 
sidy. 

GREAT BRITAIN AND THE 

EASTERN QUESTION. 

The telegraphic news service from 
Europe comes, as every one knows, 
through American channels and is con- 
sequently colored to suit the notions of 
the people for whom it is compiled. By 
it the impression has been conveyed that 
Russia and Great Britain were almost 
" at daggers drawn " over Turkey. We 
are thus glad to be able to reprint 
the following from the London Times: 
" The personal action of the Tear must 
be particularly grateful to England, be- 
cause it confirms in unmistakeable 
fashion the conviction that has existed 
ever since the Emperor of Russia came 
to our shores last autumn, that in deal- 
ing with the misgovernment of Abdul 
Ham id he is prepared to go a very long 
way with us. It is just as well that at 
the present juncture Abdul Hamid him- 
self should receive a plain reminder that 
this is so. He is shrewd enough to ap- 
preciate what a good understanding be- 
tween England and Russia, with the 
ample resources at their disposal, may 
mean." 

This is very different in tone from the 
telegraphic advices received via New 
York. To the careful reader of this 
class of European telegrams many inex- 
plicable enigmas must every now and 
then present themselves. One of these 
is how the view taken by the British 
government almost always prevails, not- 
withstanding the apparent evidence that 
its wishes are being thwarted by all the 
powers of ' Europe. Once a month on

BUSINESS IN THE 

UNITED STATES. 

Bradstreot's says there is substanti- 
ally nothing being done in Europe in 
American securities. One reason for 
this is doubtless the unsettled condition 
of things in the United States. We find 
in a Seattle paper an interview with Mr. 
Fred Sander, of that city, who has been 
in New York endeavoring to borrow 
money. He said that his securities were 
regarded as unexceptional in them- 
selves, but financial men will not make 
large loans in Washington under the 
existing condition of the laws there. He 
told ako of the failure of some Louisiana 
people to float a loan of $500,000 on about 
1,000,000 acres of cultivated land. Yet 
the present rate on which money loans 
in New York city is about 1)4 per cent., 
and real estate that pays 2 per cent, is 
considered a good investment. Only a 
very short time ago a man who would 
talk of 2 per cent, money in New York 
would have been regarded as absurd. 
The constant marvel of the American 
people was that money in London could 
be got in unlimited quantities for 3 per 
cent, and under. 

The best authorities say that there 
never was such a plethora of money in 
New York as at the present time. A 
week or two ago one of the principal 
banks closed its doors and transferred its 
accounts to another institution because 
it was impossible to carry on business 
with a profit. The bank was perfectly 
solvent, and simply died because there 
was nothing to bo made by 
keeping alive. Other cases of the same 
kind have occurred within a month. 
One of the leading financial papers stated 
very recently that many of the bankB 
would have to go out of business for the 
same reason as influenced the New York 
concern. 

This is certainly a very extraordinary 
condition of things. An abundance of 
idle money and millions of idle men, 
the greatest millionaires and the most 
abject paupers, a strange compound, 
truly, this for a country of such vatt 
potentialities as the United States 
Meanwhile the steady outflow of gold to 
Europe continues. The financial pros- 
pects across the border are far from 
bright. In this connection the follow- 
ing observations made by President Mc- 
Kinley at the International Commercial 
Congress in session in Philadelphia are 
of interest. He said : 

" I must tell you that from first to last 
I have been deeply impressed with the 
scenes witnessed in Philadelphia to-day. 
I have seen the remarkable Bpectacle of 
representatives of all the American Re- 
publics with products of their skill and 
their toil in one great warehouse. The 
first great convention of the Republics 
was organized by the matchless diplo- 
macy of that aplendid American James 
G.Blaine. Seven years ago lie brought 
the governments of this continent to- 
gether and taught the doctrine that 
general reciprocity in trade required re- 
ciprocity of information; and it was his 
genius, with that of many gentlemen 1 
see about this hoard to-night, that 
originated the Bureau of American Re- 
publics, located in this city, which has 
already done much good, and which I 
believe will yet play an important part 
in our trade relations with the nations 
supporting it. My fellow citizens, there 
is no motive to make a product if you 
cannot find somebody to take it. The 
maker must find a taker. You will not 
employ labor to make a product if you 
cannot find a buyer for that product 
after labor has made it." . 

Coming from the champion of protec- 
tion, this expression of opinion in re- 
gard to the necessity of developing for- 
eign commerce is of very great interest. 
The people of Canada are in one sense 
rivals of their Southern neighbors in 
many lines of trade, but have nothing to 
gain by reason of any failure on their 
part to enjoy prosperity. It will be a 
distinct advantage to the Dominion to 
have the United States enjoy a very 
high degree of prosperity, and therefore 
we are glad to believe that the worst 
is perhaps over in that country for the 
time being at least. If it were not for 
the ever present menace of the silver 
agitation, we believe very prosperous 
times would set in across the border. 



The North" German Lloyd's steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosee, launched 
last week, is the largest vessel afloat. 
She is 648 feet over all. The two ships 
which come next to her are the Cam- 
pania and Lucania, each of these being 
G20 feet long. The Great Eastern was 
CS0 feet long. Probably we shall shortly 
see steamers afloat that will exceed 700 
feet in length. For a long time after the 
failure of the Great Eastern it was sup- 
posed that no vessel would ever again 
be constructed that would anything near 
approach her in dimensions.

The mineB have heen compelled time 
and again to suspend atoping and even 
to close down altogether owing to the 
inability oE the two railroads to haul 
away their product. The Columbia & 
Western railway has been kept in opera- 
tion at all times, but owing to its being 
a narrow guage road with heavy grades 
and curves, with but three small engines 
in its equipment and with a heavy pas- 
senger and freight traffic to take care of, 
it baa never, under the most favorable 
circumstances, been able to handle more 
than 250 tons of oro per day on the aver- 
age. The Red Mountain railway has 
been of little service in moving ore so 
far on account of blockades and waBh- 
outs in the spring and lack of a bridge 
across the Columbia since the river rose.

A JUBILEE ATTRACTION. 

How the Last of the "Pedro" Will After 
All " Go Sailing Away." 

Captain T. P. H. Whitelaw, who is 
directing the wrecking operationa going 
on about the once- was San Pedro, ia 
determined to do what he can to help 
out Victorians in making the coming 
Jubilee celebration a great success. He 
ia leaving untouched that portion of the 
ehi p now appearing above water until 
the day when at noon the cannons from 
the warships in Esquimalt and from the 
forts will answer the grand salute to be 
fired by the militia forces on Beacon 
Hill. Then the laat of the San Pedro 
will be blown skyward by one mighty 
explosion. Thua the grand cannonading 
will commemorate an event of local im- 
portance to Victoria as well aa the 
Jubilee, and the shot then set off under 
the Pedro will complete her demolition 
and remove an objectionable sight Vic- 
torians have long complained of. 

That the aicht will be worth seeing 
Captain Whitelaw fully intends, and can 
partially be foreseen by the periodical 
blasts he now seta of!. One of these was 
fired at ten yesterday morning, when a 
column of water seventy feet wide and 
over a hundred high was thrown into 
the air with the brightness and varied 
colors of a rainbow. This blast quar- 
tered the vessel aa though with a huge 
knife. The one previous had separated 
the stern of the ship from the main 
part, and some idea of the strength of 
the explosive employed can be gleaned 
when it iB stated that on this occasion 
solid iron pieces 14 by 21 inches were 
broken as though quite fragile. Yet 
there is no disturbance of the earth 
ashore by any concussion, and the only 
sufferers are the fish, of which Captain 
Whitelaw picked up three barrelsful 
after one blast. 

Yesterday he found after the explosion 
numerous herring whose appearance, 
according to the wise, is a good indica- 
tion of a big salmon run. Incidentally 
Captain Whitelaw tells of a funny ex- 
perience with a big red cod. He sayB 
his divers are regarded rather with 
suspicion by the fish, the eyes of the 
diving suits being especially attractive 
to the finny tenants of the wreck. Con- 
sequently Btories of the strange actions 
of the fish are common to him. That 
which a diver told him yesterday, how- 
ever, had a new interest. The diver 
was working about under water when a 
big red cod stared him in the face with a 
glance more penetrating than that of the 
world's greatest hypnotist. The funny 
part of it, though, was that the fish fol- 
lowed the practice that got Pat Burke 
into trouble in a Seattle court the other 
day — it winked with the one eye as if to 
entrance the subject. 

THE NE\V*MARKET. 

Yesterday the First Regular Business Was 
Done at the Fruit Growers' Stand. 

Operations in connection with theEale 
of farm produce by the District Fruit 
Growers were formally inaugurated yes- 
terday at the city market, for althaugh 
a day or two ago a small lot of butter, 
etc., was sent in for sale, proper arrange- 
ments for the handling of consignments 
were not completed until yesterday. 

Early yesterday morning therefore a 
6tart was made in this enterprise which 
holds out every promise of growing to 
very large dimensions and "filling a 
long felt want." Fruits so far have 
been the principal commodity brought 
in by the farmers, and although large 
quantities were offered for Eale by even- 
ing, there was not more than half a 
dozen boxea of gooseberriea remaining 
on hand. 

" We are very well pleased with the 
first day's business," said the gentle- 
man in charge yesterday afternoon, 
" and as everything that we have offered 
for sale to-day has found a purchaser, it 
ia only necessary that we manage to 
keep this up to make a huge success; 
and if the people of the city will only 
second our endeavors, we feel sure that 
it will be mutually beneficial." 

The lirat drawback lies iu the fact that 
the people of Victoria have never been 
in the habit of attending a local market, 
hence the Fruit Growers have to educate 
the public up to this new idea. Hereto- 
fore the omnipresent "John," with his 
two baskets of vegetables, has supplied 
people in a manner so convenient to 
most that it will require an effort to get 
this part of the retail trade, but in addi- 
tion to equal facilities for distribution 
the Fruit Growers' can always guarantee 
fresh produce and of a stipulated quality 
at prices equally as low as the much 
abused celestial peddler.

" >"o news, good news," is an old 
proverb that has been consolation to 
those who have been anxiously waiting 
to hear irom the sealers on the Japanese 
coaBt, for no news means generally that 
the vessel is at sea working, that no 
storm has crippled her sufficiently to 
send her to port, or sickness compelled 
her to seek more hospitable quarters 
than tho open ocean. But there are 
frequently exceptions to this rule, as 
Mr. Richard Hall, the owner of _ the 
Geneva yesterday discovered. He is in 
receipt of a letter from that vessel, that 
came via San Francisco, and which tells 
of one death aboard and the losing of 
three other members of tho crew. The 
death was that of J. Cowan, a half-breed 
more familiarly known aB Joe Andrews, 
who has been Be'al hunting now several 
vears, and who had a brother-in-law in 
the same line of business on the Fortuna 
last year. His death was the result ot 
severe hemorrhages. It occurred on the 
5th of March, when the schooner was 
just one week's travel from Yokohama. 
The disappearance of the three men 
mentioned was on the 14th of April, 
when the Geneva was in lat. 37.47 N., 
long., 143.41 E. The men were Joseph 
Coilinaon, a young hunter not yet in his 
twenties, whose brother was lost in the 
1896 sealing; Wm. Henneberry, a boat 
steerer, whose people live in Halifax ; 
and Arthur Hodgina. These, on the day 
stated, lowered in the morning the 
dav opening fine with light winds from 
the northwest. At about 10 o'clock, 
tho wind veered around to the southeast. 
Tlireo boats then returned and started 
out to tho windward. Collinson's boat 
followed, but while the others returned 
again in the afternoon hia never was 
seen more. Whether they chanced to 
fall in with some other Echooner is a 
matter of remote possibility; the writer 
of the letter believes and fears they have 
been lost. Stormy weather, he says, fol- 
lowed their disappeaiance, and although 
a few vessels were seen in the locality it 
was some time previously, so that the 
men had not much show for escape. 
The Geneva has had a trying ex- 
perience all through. The March 
weather was terribly rough. Two 
boats were smashed on tho trip, and the 
cook for a time was laid up from the in- 
juries of a fall. A list of catches given 
m the letter was aa follows: Umbrina, 
March 13, 31; Mermaid, March 28. 170; 
Carlotta G. Cox, March 30, 170; St. 
Lawrence, of Seattle. April 18, 200 odd ; 
Elsie, of San Francisco, April 18, 100; 
and Geneva, at the time of writing, 187. 
Most of these catches were obtained off 
the coast of California before the vessels 
crossed to Japan. 

THE " a'okANGI " DETAINED. 

It was a disappointed crowd of C.P.R. 
officials, hackmen and hotelmen who 
gathered at the outer wharf at about 
o o'clock yesterday morning in expecta- 
tion of the Aorangi's arrival. The ship 
was reported from Carmanah at 12.30 
o'clock, and again from tho outer 
wharf at five. At the latter hour 
a big white liner hove in sight, 
but only for a few minutes, and 
then it was tiiat the sorry, sleepy crowd 
realized they had been fooled. The 
Aorangi, according to a telegraphic dis- 
patch received from San Francisco later 
in the day, did not reach Honolulu un- 
tile noon on the 27th of last month, 
when she was passed, entering port, by 
the Mariposa, which brought the 
news. By schedule time the Aorangi 
should have reached the Hawaiian 
capital three days earlier, but as t.iie 
ship has a large party of round-the- 
world excursionists, her delay is ac- 
counted for through a lay-over at Suva, 
to afford her passengers an opportunity 
of acquainting themselves with tho Fi- 
jian islands. Should this be the case 
the ship is not likely to bo hero for sev- 
eral days yet; otherwise slio will be due 
to-day. One or two very lame guns for 
the Esquimalt fortifications are said to 
bo included ill her cargo. 

WIDE or THE MARK. 

The steamship Yamaguchi Marti ar- 
rived in Seattle from Japan on Wednes- 
day, with 18,737 packages of general 
merchandise. In mentioning her ar- 
rival the Seattle Post-Intelligencer eays; 
" The steamship made a fast run from 
the Orient of fifteen days, making good 
way in spite of Btrong winds. She left 
a day later than the Canadian Pacific 
Railway's steamer, which has not yet 
arrived." If the P.-I. was correct it 
might have said the O.P.R. liner, which

SEXSATIOXAL DIVORCE CASE. 

Sir Charles Ross and His Wife Each Seek- 
ing to Have the Marriage Tie 
Severed. 

"A sensational divorce case is going on 
iu Edinburgh, Scotland, in which Sir 
Charles Henry Ross, of Balnagowan cas- 
tle, Rossshire, is asking for a divorce 
from Lady Winnifred Ross. The par- 
ticulars are somewhat fully set out in 
the New York Herald, which publishes 
a long cablegram on the subject adorned 
with pictures of tho principals. Sir 
Charles Rosa is well known here, and 
only left for the old country a few weeks 
ago. He was interested in a number of 
private bills before the legislature here, 
and spent quite a little of his time 
around the lobby watching their pro- 
gress.

The divorce proceedings were com- 
menced last year and were resumed a 
short time ago before the Edinburgh 
Court of Sessions. Tho co-respondents, 
De Hatha and Brinton, areotlicers in the 
Eighth Hussars and Life Guards re- 
spectively. The husband brings charges 
of adultery against Lady Ross, and she 
in turn charges Sir Charles with the 
same ofl'ence, naming Miss Lottie Cal- 
cott, an actress, as co-reapondent. 

Sir Oharlea was married at St. Mary's 
church, Bryanston square, in London, 
in 1893, to -Miss Winifred Uerens, young- 
est daughter of Mr. A. A. Bereus, of 
Caatlemead, Windsor, and No. OS C4reat 
Cumberland place, London.

Realizing by Timid Traders Had But Little 
Effect on Prices "Which Generally 
Increased. 

New York, Jane 4. — Timid traders 
took their proiitB from time to time to- 
day, and their selling had a alight tem 
porury effect by causing small recessions 
in the more susceptible stocks.

The Inconstancy of" the American Republic 
a Bar to Any Agreement. 

— The Morning Post 
commenting editorially upon the cordial 
reception given by President Faure to 
the American bi-rnetallism commission, 
says: " The lirst necessity of an agree- 
ment is that the contracting parties 
should adhere scrupulously to their bar- 
gain, but constancy of policy is not easi- 
ly assured under the constitution of the 
American republic. The second neces- 
sity would be the consent of Great Bri- 
tain, without which nothing could be 
done. Her attitude, however, will 
doubtless be largely contingent upon the 
position assumed by the alliance of Am- 
erica and Prance." 



HAWAIIAN AFFECTION. 

Minister Damon Has Not Been Charged to 
Transfer It to Great 
Britain. 

London, June 4. — Minister Damon of 
Hawaii, in an interview relative to a re- 
port cabled from Washington that his 
mission is connected with the proposed 
cession of Hawaii to Great Britain in 
the event of the United States congress 
abrogating the reciprocity treaty, which 
the Hawaiians believed congress in- 
tended to do, said the report was utter- 
ly ridiculous, and added that he was 
here solely to represent Hawaii at the 
Queen's Jubilee. 



TRADE OF THE WEEK. 

Few Favorable Features Reported and 
Prices Continue Uncertain— The Vol- 
ume of Business Compared. 

New Yoitic, June 4. — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: The only favorable 
features of trade are encouragement at 
the outlook for fall trade and improve- 
ment in the prices of iron and steel. 
Business on the whole shows no pro- 
nounced activity and the tendency of 
funds is to accumulate. Orders for dry 
goods, clothing and Hhoesfor near-by de- 
livery have fallen off. Prices of some of 
the more important staples continue the 
see-saw movement of recent weeks, with 
marked weakness in wool and lower 
prices for cotton goods, wheat and 
wheat Hour, coffee and petroleum ; prac- 
tlly unchanged quotation for lum- 
ber, coal, print cloths, cotton, 
pork and lard, and higher prices 
for iron steel corn, oats, sugar and 
rosin. 

There is no material change in the 
eneral business situation throughout 
the Canadian Dominion, which con- 
tinues checked in part by the unseason- 
able weather. Collections generally are 
unsatisfactory. There were 37 business 
failures reported from the Dominion this 
week against 20 last week, 29 the corre- 
ponding week a year ago and 27 two 
years ago. The total bank clearings at 
Winnipeg, Toronto, Montreal, Hamilton 
and Halifax show an increase of 5.(1 per 
cent for May, 1897, compared with the like 
total a year ago, and 2.4 per cent in the 
live months of the current year as com- 
pared with the like total last year. 

ANOTHER REVIEW. 

R. G. Dun and Co.'s Weeklv Review 
of Trade to-morrow will say: The state- 
ment of failures in May by branches of 
business gives much encouragement. In 
amount of defaulted liabilities in the 
month waB the smallest since Novem- 
ber, 1895, and in trading liabilities the 
smallest except last month since Sep- 
tember, 1894. Tho statement that ex- 
cept for the temporary depression in 
prices, the volume of business transact- 
ed is now larger than it was in 1892, the 
year of greatest prosperity, has been 
questioned by some; but a comparison of 
prices this week in tho leaning branches 
of manufacture not only confirms that 
view but shows a remarkable similarity 
to the course of prices in the earlier 
months of 1879 when the most wonder- 
ful advance in production and prices 
ever known in this or any other country 
waB clofe at hand. 

Reports from all parts of the country 
now show that retail distribution of pro- 
ducts is unusually large and increas- 
ing. Theie is no improvement in 
the market for farm produce. Cotton is 
not higher, nor is there any satisfactory 
demand for woollen goods. The iron in- 
dustry is apparently expanding produc- 
tion and is certainly getting larger in 
contracts in part lu'i nuse of very low 
prices, one cent 1m inn made for beams. 
Crop prospects >u,- i-.i good that the 
rumors cue toni in > i.t ihia season have 
no attention.

Ballard Mill Burned. 

Seattle, June 4. — Arthur E. Pretty's 
saw and shingle mill, on Salmon bay, 
in Ballard, was burned to the ground 
yesterday afternoon, with a loss of fully 
$20,000. The new dry house, finished at 
a coBt of $2,000, containing 1,500,000 
shingles, was the last to catch. The 
shingle mill had a daily capacity of 
226,000, and the saw mill, when in oper 
ation, had a capacity of 20,000 feet. The 
saw mill has not run for some time, and 
the shingle mill was operated by the 
Bay Mill Company, a co-operativo com- 
pany formed among the employes. 
Thirty-live men found steady employ- 
ment at the mill. Upon A. E. Pretty, 
the owner of the mill, the heaviest lose 
falls, as he had only $2,500 insurance. 
The mill was ono of the first built in 
Ballard, having been constructed in 
1890 by A. W. Plight, a pioneer mill- 
man on the Coast. 



A DEAD INDUSTRY. 

Killed by the Protection ot the New Tarifl'- 
A Vancouver Firm Will Try to 
Make Ends Meet. 

" Kurtz's Own " has for many years 
been a standard brand of domestic 
cigars, but the new tariff is about to 
ange all that, and the fragrant weed 
ot that ilk will ere long be but a memory, 
albeit a very pleasant one. Yesterday 
every vestige of leaf tobacco to the very 
last scrap was shipped to the Vancouver 
concern of the same name, but which, 
although not, generally understood, has 
no connection with Kurtz it Co., of this 
city, and an industry which was estab- 
lished here in 1S7H is now no more. In 
conversation yeBterday, Mr. H. F. AY. 
Behnsen gave the following explanation : 
" For years it has simply been nip and 
tuck to make ends meet, and the new 
imposition of duty on the raw leaf has 
been the last straw on the camel's hack. 
We have always manufactured a strictly 
first-class article and all hand made, and 
rather than undertake the work of sell- 
ing an inferior article we have made up 
our mind to haul downour shingle. The 
history of cigar making in British Col- 
umbia has been a very hard up-hill 
fight all through, and for my part I 
scarcely regret being forced out of the 
business. 

' First we had the Chinese cheap 
labor to contend against, and finally sue- 
ceeded in getting the better of that com- 
petition by supplying only really good 
cigars. But when the product of the 
Eastern cigar factories began to flood 
this market it was a different affair. With 
machinery and girls and boys the cigar- 
makers of the East can do for COc. what 
t costs us about $20 to do, and that is 
the packing of the cigars ready for sale. 

" Some few years ago in an attempt to 
head off some of these goods we proposed 
to the local cigarmakers union that 
either girls, boys or machinery be em- 
ployed to make* the tobacco into bunches 
ready for the skilled work of rolling and 
placing in the wrapper, but no response 
was ever received to this communication. 
We have always got along very harmoni- 
ously with our men, and were paying 
the same wages at the time we made up 
our miu 1 to discontinue business as we 
had been' ten years agio. 

" When the new tariff was announced 
I had a talk with our men on the situa- 
tion and pointed out that on everv bale 
of tobacco we took out of the warehouse 
we were losing money, and asked,.them 
to consider the proposition of a slight 
reduction iu wages. This matter was 
left to a committee, who also had a fur- 
ther talk with me and were requested to 
makeup their minds one way or the 
other without delay, No answer was re- 
ceived as the whole lot went on a picnic 
for a week, and In the meantime not 
seeing any encouragement ahead I com- 
pleted arrangements to sell out and quit 
the business." 

It is understood that the employes of 
the late firm are talking of starting a 
co-operative factory in the city, but no 
thing definite has been announced. 



Very favorable reports are brought 
down from the West Coast mines by J. 
F. Bledsoe, M. E., who has just irrived 
from Alberni. It has been definitely 
proved by the prospecting done that a 
mineral belt extends fifty miles north 
and lity miles south of the Alberni 
Canal, and it is from fifteen to eighteen 
miles wide. Two hundred locations have 
been made on this belt in the past few 
months. The iron capping, where broken 
away, shows copper leads carrying the 
precious metals. A number of strong 
companies have gone in to develop 
claims. A group of six rich copper 
claims down the canal twelve miles from 
Alberni is being opened up by the 
British Columbia Gold Trusts Company, 
who intend also to handle the valuable 
timber limits and to explore for coal. 
Three shifts are working on these mines. 
The Pemberton company are also work- 
ing forces of men on their claims devel- 
oping them steadily, and the British Co 
lumbia Agency is having exploration 
and prospecting done. 

The mineral deposits of CJayoquot 
have turned out so well that a great ileal 
of American capital has been attracted 
there, and the result, it is predicted, 
will be a golden harvest for the men who 
are putting their money into that dis- 
trict in a systematic effort to develop 
claims. 

THE WMl EAGLE DEAL. 

A statement recently presented to the 
stockholders in the War Eagle Co. giveB 
the financial results from the beginning 
of operations in December, 1894. The 
receipts from tne sales of ore were $501,- 
150, for 41,514,425 pounds ; and the total 
receipts, including the $700,000 for which 
the mine was sold to the Toronto syndi- 
cate, were $1,201,736. The operating 
expenses during the time covered by 
these receipts were $202,045. The state- 
ment says, after announcing that the 
company's affairs are about to be closed 
up : 

"In this connection it is thought pro- 
per, in justice to the trustees who con- 
summated the sale of the company's 
property, to say, that as some of the 
stockholders ol the company have circu- 
lated the report that $700,000 was accep- 
ted in preference to $900,000 offered for 
the property by others, thereby creating 
considerable unfavorable and unjust 
comment, that no such oiler was ever 
made except in the shape of an option to 
purchase in 40 days, perhaps, paying 
therefor one or two hundred thousand 
dollars forfeit. This was made more 
than two weeks after the property was 
virtually sold to the parties paying $700,- 
000 spot cash, hence the only way the 
option plan could havo been adopted 
would have been by risking personal 
liability to the Gooderham syndicate on 
the part of the six trustees, viz. : Clark, 
Corbin, Finch, Wakefield, Campbell and 
Kingsbury, who in good faith signed the 
agreement to sell, and accepted $200,000 
part payment two weeks before the op- 
tion offer was made ; but this we did not 
want to do even though we considered 
the option plan the best, which, with 
the exception of Mr. Corbin, we did 
not." 

B. '\ MINKS IN LONDON. 

The London correspondent of the 
Nelson Miner wrote on May 12 : I have 
to chronicle a sharp fall in Galena 
Mines to about $2.50, and Vancouver 
Syndicate's are Hatter at $20 or $25. 
Hall Mines are also weak at $5 or less. 

Many of the exploration companies 
are devoting their attention to the 
smelter question, and it is probable be- 
fore long that the smelters in active 
operation at Trail and Nelson will have 
several formidable competitors of Eng- 
lish origin. There is one large company 
now being formed to erect a smelter and 
refinery in the neighborhood of Van- 
couver.

EVERLASTING PRODUCERS. 

C. C. Woodhonse, jr., mining engi- 
neer, has just returned to Rossland from 
a trip through the Slocan. To the Roes 
land Miner he said: " The Silver Queen 
Mining Company's tunnel on its Cariboo 
creek property, is being bored in Bolid 
ore. The gold belt, struck last fall, at 
the headwaters of Cariboo creek, has 
been found on tho east side of Slocan 
lake, about five miles south of Silvorton. 
Silvanite is there found assaying $3,000 
per ton in gold. Things look very thrifty 
about Slocan lake. Cariboo creek basin 
will he an Eldorado for the prospectors 
this summer. Ah soonas good sleighing 
begins next fall there wilPbe a number 
of good shippers from Cariboo creek 
basin. 

"There are two districts in British 
Columbia that can be depended upon to 
be everlasting producers, namely: Trail 
Creek division, with its gold-copper ores 
with iron fluxes, and the Slocan division 
with its silver-lead ores. These two 
kinds of ores, together with the silicious 
Bilver and uold oreB now being discover- 
ed around the south end of Slocan lake, 
will combine to make a perfect flux for 
smelting. The era of milling and con- 
centrating the gold-copper ores of Trail 
Creek district will soon begin and fur- 
nish a good supply of iron fluxing ores 
for the smelters." 

M ISCELLANEOUS. 

An important strike is reported from 
the Alberni Consolidated. Men cm- 
ployed on the mine are said to have dis- 
covered a much larger and better ure 
body than any yet shown up. The dis- 
covery was made about -100 feet from the 
old Bbaft and is at present believed to be 
a continuation of the old lead. 

A ledgo of about eight feet of gouge: 
matter is reported to have been found 
on Green mountain, a few 
the lower Arrow lake, containing con- 
siderable coarse gold, and several loca- 
tions have been made. The locators are 
Thomas McArdie, Michael McGilvary, 
William Coney and Dan Keith. 

There was some Hurry in KaBlo late 
laBt week over a reported sale of the 
well known Whitewater mine to tho 
Puiiet Sound Reduction Works Company 
of Everett, Wash, lloth Manager Eaton 
and Major Montgomery, one of the own- 
ers, say that the report is entirely with- 
out foundation.
